is ofcially stated that such packages

Office, as postal employees are 
forbidden to open letters under any 
cireumstances.. : 

The opening” of such packages is 
carried out by officials of the Goy-

appears, select. the packages they 
‘wish to open for the purpose of 
ascertaining whether they  eontai 
letters for posting in Dairen to 
places outside the Kuantung 
Territory and the Japanese Railway 
Zone, and the opening of the selected 
packages is in their hands, ; 

‘When covers are found to contain 
letters addressed to “persons other 
than the addressees, a circular is 
sent to the sender pointing out that 
this is a violation of the stipulations 
aid down in the Universal Postal 
Convention “of London, and the 
sender is requested to call at. the 
Prost Ofce to have such, etters 
‘posted. separately with the pre- 
pyment of the, prescribed sufclen 
Postage for further disposal.”

Eastern 
issues with which he has been 
specially associated both at 
Whitehall and Geneva, Sir 
Alexander Cadogan arrives in 
China toxay, to assume the post 
of His “Britannic Majesty's 
Envoy Extraordinary and” Mine 
ister Plenipotentiary. On his 
way out, Sir Alexander has seen 
at Singapore evidence of Chinese 
industry and enterprise in con- 
tribution to the development of 
an important British colony. At 
Hongkong he touched a “tight 
Uttle island” where, under Brit- 
ish direction and’ ‘in cordial 
relationship with the nelghbour- 
ing Chinese authorities, Sino- 
British commerce has. rematk- 
ably progressed, Now he arrives 
at Shanghai. Shanghai, he has, 
no doubt, been told with’ reiterat: 
ed emphasis is “not hina.” Yet 
ho will also appreciate the fact 
that Shanghai has much to do 
with China and that China is 
influenced greatly by what 
Shanghai does and, sometimes, 
by “what Shanghai’ thinks.

Guards, of which King Albert I 
lof Belgium was Colonel-in-Chief.

It was to be expected, but 
nevertheless to be regretted, that 
the, proposal to transfer th 
trol and management of the 
Shanghai Electric Construction 
Co, from London, where it has 
‘been situated ever since its 
incorporation in 1905, to Shang- 
‘thai has been revived. The ques-_ 
‘tion has been raised at intervals 
‘since 1919 and though each time 
‘the matter could not be brought 
to the desired end, those respon- 
sible for the proposal have work- 
ed with a Poraisimncy, which will 
probably be rewarded by the 
achievement of the object they 
hhave had in mind. ‘That at this 
resent juncture is to say the 
least unfortunate. Ordinarily it 
may be assumed that the best 
method to control a company, 
especially a public utilities like 
@ tramway, is for the manage- 
ment to be actually on the scene 
of operations, and that control 
from some thousands of miles 
away has inconvenient features 
about it which lays the whole 
Practice oj to criticism. There 
Tay, however, be advantages not 
readily apparent, but nonethe- 
Jess real and undoubtedly the 
promoters of the Shanghai Elec- 
trie Construction Co., Ltd, took 
‘them into consideration in elect 
ing to manage the company in 
the manner they have done for 
the Rast twenty-nine years or 
so. Such an advantage might 
very well be the securing of 
Adequate finance: that 
Probably be obtaine: 
easily in Shanghai as it once 
could be in London. The reasons 
for the proposed change, how- 
ever, were clearly set forth in a 
communication to the local press, 
issued on December. 11, 1951, b; 
the board of the International 
Investment Trust Co, Ltd. At 
‘the ond of that statement was 
the following :—

It is announced that the trial of 
General “Chin Sbu-jen, formerly 
lchairman of the Sinkiang Provinei 
Government, on charges of treason, 
‘murder; arson and misapproprin- 
tion, will be opened at the Nanking 
Distriet Coury of March 16. Con- 
siderable interest is centred on this 

“se, as General Chin is almost the 
first’ man of his rank and position 
to face such serious charges in an 
ordinary court. 

It will be recalled that General 
Chin has been accused of concluding

Macao, Feb, 20. 

Patricio Remedios, the Shanghai 
“trunk murderer” ‘was sentenced 
here this morning to twenty years? 
exile in the Island of Timor. 

His lawyer made @ powerful ap- 
peal for clemency, pleading that 
hhig elient had no intention to kill. 

Remedios was charged with hay- 
ing killed a Cantonese girl, Mary 
Chun, his common-law wife, in a

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INCONSEQUENCES

Discussion of Shanghai's ik- 
ing for Shakespeare, as perform- 
ed by amateurs, may’ be helped by 
delving into some of the records 
of the Shanghai Amateur Dra 
matic Club which gave its 24st 
show with “Mrs, Moonlight” this 
month and officially ‘began in 
1867 with a double bill: “White- 
bait at Greenwich” and “Faust 
and Marguerite.” (Double bills 
were, by the way, the usual thing 
in the amateurs’ performances in 
Shanghai for many years). » The 
records show that only three 
Shakespearean performances 
have been given by the A.D.C. 
Only one of them constituted a 
complete play: “Twelfth Night” 
given in 1920 as the Club's 184th 
production. ‘The others were 
“Selections from Henry IV” in 
1872 and "The Merchant of 
Venice” (in part) in the same 
year. In 1872 the then editor of 
this journal, Mr. R. W, Little, 
was honorary secretary’ of th 
A.D.C. in addition to other social 
duties such as starter at the 
local races, Tickets by “visitors 
who are not residents of Shang- 
hai” could bo obtained cnly 
through Mr. Little, judging from 
advertisements on the front page 
of the paper,

‘may not in future prove few nor 
far between. 

Gaily the Club went on to the 
- Trial Scene in the ‘Merchant, of 
Venice” the same season. Mr. 
Spurgeon was still in the 
this time as Shylock, but the rest 
were newcomers, such as Mr. 
- Anigrim, “Mr. Smaliweed, Miss 
Ida N. Seek, ‘Mr. Nautilus and 
Mr, Frail, “But they did not do 
80 well. Mr. Spurgeon was con- 
sidered to have been seen to bet- 
ter advantage, although he 
threw into the part “a con- 
centrated energy that 
startling.” ‘Tho critics were not 
pleased with the selections made 
in presenting thie fragmentary 
performance of the great play. 
Graceful mention was, however, 
made of the costumes which 
were described as “new and 
tasteful,” thanks to Messrs. 
Sayle & Co. (whose advertise- 
ment appeared on the front page 
of the same issue and recorded 
the arrival, among other haber- 
dasheries, "of “fancy linen 
materials’ in’ mixtures, check 
and stripes for Gentlemen's 
Oxford Shirts.") 

Not, until thirty-two years 
later did Shakespeare again hold 
the AD.C. boards, so the hope
